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STONEHENGE 


HROUGHOUT many countries there °* 
are ancient landmarks of an earlier 
age when practices in astronomical 

observation were a common aspect of worship, 
although details of methods used have long 
since been lost because of unwritten or incom- 
plete records. One such monument of renown 
is the celebrated stone circle, the ruins of 


which stand on Salisbury Plain, one and a 
half miles from Amesbury, in Wiltshire, 
southern England. The stones, especially 


when approached on foot at twilight, exert 
an almost mesmeric influence as their anti- 
quity and their brooding massiveness awes 
the observer. 

Originally Stonehenge consisted of two con- 
centric circles of monoliths, the outer circle 
100 feet in diameter, enclosing two smaller 
rows in front of a horseshoe, the opening to 
the northwest. Within there is a block of blue 
marble 15 feet long, called the “Altar Stone.” 
On a northeast line from the altar is a flat 
stone on the edge of a trench surrounding the 
whole ruin, and the line prolonged cuts an- 
other large stone some distance away, called 
the “Friar’s Heel.’’ The design of the circle 
emphasizes reference to the northeast. It 
points to a means of determining the time of 
the summer solstice. 

In his book, The Great Pyramid: Its Divine 
Message, Mr. David Davidson pointed out 
that civilized inhabitants of the ancient East 
had precise knowledge of the duration of the 
solar year. He stated: “This is clear from 
every source of information, in archaeology, 
literary tradition, and mythology, that is open 
to modern research.” ‘Then he stated: “In our 
own country there exists hundreds of ancient 
structural devices for indicating the principal 
points of the two recognized forms of the 
solar year. The best-known monument of this 
nature is that of Stonehenge circle.” 

Thus Stonehenge, the “Greenwich Observa- 
tory” and great solar clock of ancient times, 
was pre-eminently an astronomical circle. ‘The 
unit of measure employed in the erection of 
Stonehenge, and all other works of this nature 
in Great Britain, was a cubit. The supposed 
“magic” of the Druids consisted of a more 
thorough knowledge of science, including 
astronomy. The monolithic avenues of Stone- 


henge are symbolic of the sun’s path through 
the Zodiac. 

“In Druidism the British nation had a high 
standard of religion, justice and patriotism 
presented to them, and a code of moral teach- 
ing which has never ceased to influence na- 
tional character .... Pliny’s definition per- 
haps best sets before us the position of the 
Druids. He speaks of the Order in Brittany as 
the ‘Gaulish Magi. The name Magi in the 
East was most august and venerable. They 
alone were skilled in Divine matters and were 
the Ministers of the Deity.’ 

“When we hear the Druids spoken of as 
worshippers of the Sun, Moon and Stars, we 
are apt to lose sight of the fact that it was by 
the careful observation of the movements of 
the heavenly bodies that the Eastern Magi 
were guided to the cradle of the Saviour and 
were privileged to be the first to worship the 
‘Star’ which should rise out of Jacob (Num. 
24: 17), ‘the Sun of Righteousness’ which, the 
Prophet Malachi foretold 500 years before, 
should ‘rise with healing in His wings.’ 

“It is probable that the Wise Men of the 
East communicated to their brethren, the 
‘Wise Men of the West,’ the astrologers and 
philosophers of Britain, the joyful tidings of 
their discovery, and the far-reaching results of 
their journey to Bethlehem; and to this prob- 
ably may be traced the ready acceptance of 
Christianity in all parts of these Western 
Isles.” (From Prehistoric London: Its Mounds 
and Circles by E. O. Gordon.) 

There is no trace of the practice of human 
sacrifices in connection with Stonehenge and 
the worship of the Druids. The stories that 
are told of such sacrifices were pure inventions 
of the Romans to cover their own cruelty and 
to excuse it. Referring to Stonehenge, Heca- 
taeus, a Greek writer, 320 B.c., says that the 
people living in the British Isles worshipped 
in a beautiful temple, whose minstrels hymn- 
ed with their golden harps the praise of God 
whom they adored, and whose priesthood was 
a regular descent from father to son. 

It is of interest to know that last March the 
task of restoring Stonehenge began, with the 
Minister of Works’ crew using a seventy-ton 
crane to erect the fallen stones and carefully 
replace the lintel. 
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Sea and Waves Roaring 





REFERRING TO the turmoil and trouble to accompany. 


the events marking the end of the present world order, 
Jesus spoke of them in terms of tempest and storm: 


“Upon the earth distress of nations, with perplexity; the 
sea and the waves roaring; Men’s hearts failing them for 
fear, and for looking after those things which are coming 
on the earth: for the powers of heaven shall be shaken.” 
(Luke 21: 25-26.) 


Distress of nations: Anyone reading current news 
cannot fail to recognize that this pronouncement is 
having a literal fulfillment. We are seeing national 
leaders hurrying from one capital to another in great 
perplexity in an endeavor to overcome troublesome 
and often insurmountable obstacles as the world moves 
toward the threatening abyss of self-destruction. Im- 
portant heads of governmental departments are also 
running to and fro, traveling at high speeds through 
the air to touch down at hot spots in a desperate en- 
deavor to pour oil on troubled waters and, if possible, 
prevent the eruption of violence that might precipitate 
World War III. The successes they achieve usually 
prove only temporary and they hurriedly depart again 
in the round of calls to revisit troubled areas. 


The sea and waves roaring: How perfectly this de- 
scribes, in symbolical terms, the agitation of the masses 
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OF HISTORY 


as violence and bloodshed increasingly mark the re- 
sults of Moscow’s evil propaganda, for the Kremlin 
continues to stir up mob disturbances among people, 
wherever there is fertile ground to create dissension. 
In Revelation John presents the “sea” as figuratively 
representing peoples in agitation, turmoil and strife. 
The sea and waves are certainly roaring today as the 
heathen rage and backward peoples aspire to positions 
of authority and power for which they are wholly un- 
qualified and unprepared. The result is world-wide 
tension and unrest. Those watching television news 
broadcasts cannot fail to observe the frequency with 
which films are shown of mob demonstrations, with 
people milling about in public places, attempting to 
give expression to their futile frustrations in a score 
of countries: Lebanon, Indonesia, Formosa, South 
America, Japan, Cyprus, Greece, Turkey, Algeria, 
France, Hungary. 


Men’s hearts failing them for fear: The emotions of 
fear and worry are known to induce such reactions 
that the result is heart failure. Can it be that the multi- 
plication of heart failures today are aggravated by the 
stresses and strains of modern civilization? It is quite 
clear that many of our national leaders are breaking 
under the strain and burden of the responsibility of 
public office. The cause given by our Lord for much 
of this is “fear for looking after [that is, contemplat- 
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ing] those things which are coming on the earth,” 
which is having a wholly detrimental psychological 
effect upon the entire human race. 


For the powers of heaven shall be shaken: This is 
given as the reason for the great concern contributing 
to men’s hearts failing them as they contemplate com- 
ing events. When it is realized that Jesus was referring 
to the results which have followed the splitting of the 
atom, it confirms the timing of the fulfillment of His 
prophecy. In an analysis of the meaning of this ex- 
pression of our Lord, we said in part in Destiny for 
October 1945: 

“Today, once again we stand at the parting of the ways. 
Through science man has been enabled to unlock one of 
nature’s greatest secrets ... . The fact that such a force exists 
introduces the possibility, and even the probability, that 
others who will not use it aright may ultimately acquire the 
information by which they too can build deadly weapons of 
destruction . . . . By its very nature the control of such 
forces will be coveted by aggressors and cannot always re- 
main the exclusive property of peace-loving peoples if the 
world continues on its present course. [Since this was written 
over twelve years ago, Soviet Russia has come into full pos- 
session of this power and is now making fearful weapons of 
destruction. ] 

“The meaning of the expression ‘the powers of heaven 
shall be shaken’ is worthy of study. The atom is a universe 
in miniature, with its own central sun, planets and heaven. 
In the splitting of the atom, literally the power (Greek word 
translated power is Dunamis), meaning the violence or 
strength of heaven, is shaken. The Greek word Saleuo is 
translated ‘shaken’ and means ‘agitated, tossed or stirred up 
as by an earthquake or cyclone.’” (See Documentary 
Studies, Vol. I, p. 227.) 

Jesus foresaw all this and today the events of which 
He was speaking are coming to pass in our generation. 
What does it mean? Actually all this is but a warning 
or a prelude, as it were, to what is to follow as we 
witness the death struggle of a world order which is 
about to pass away so that a new and better way of 
life may take its place. But before that new order is 
ushered in, the world must experience that which 
Daniel foretold would follow these warning signals: 

“And there shall be a time of trouble, such as never was 
since there was a nation even to that same time.” (Dan. 
12: 1.) 

But there is hope even as this day of trouble ap- 
proaches, for Daniel is informed: 

“At that time thy people shall be delivered, every one 
that shall be found written in the book. And many of them 
that sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake.” (Dan. 12: 
1-2.) 

Paradoxically it is a time of fear and yet of re- 
joicing — fear for those who must pass through the 
ordeal of the coming time of trouble, but a day of 
rejoicing for those whom the Lord will spare as a man 
spareth his own son who serveth him. 








eAn Epochal Date 





IT 1s NOT our intention as a rule to take issue with 
those who do not see eye to eye with us in the applica- 
tion of Biblical time measures in order to deepen our 
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understanding of prophecy or in the interpretation of 
the chronological symbolisms of the Great Pyramid. 
We are quite willing to await the transpiring of events 
which will most certainly demonstrate the truth or 
error of our respective positions. However, when criti- 
cism of a sarcastic nature is leveled at a fundamental 
chronological fact which the critic would like to rele- 
gate to the limbo of forgotten things, evidently because 
its propagation contradicts his own findings, it becomes 
necessary to take notice of such an attack. This is par- 
ticularly true when the criticism tends to challenge 
the intelligence of those holding views contrary to what 
is expressed by the critic. 

Since our spiritual integrity has been challenged, 
as well as the honesty of the position held by Destiny, 
to remain silent would amount to a tacit approval of 
the accusation brought against us. We have reference 
to the following statement made by one who would 
like to have himself styled as the leading authority on 
the Great Pyramid today: 

“It is regrettable that some still foolishly refuse to admit 
they were wrong in their interpretation of the 1953 date. 
The sooner that fictitious date, 20th of August, 1953, is 
obliterated from Pyramid literature the better. When time 
has now proved the matter to be wrong, why cannot its 
advocates have the honesty and humility to admit it! How 
can any such expect more light from God if they refuse to 
discard their theories when time has now demonstrated 
them to be erroneous!” (Pyramidology Magazine for April 
1958.) 

Actually, instead of time having proved August 20, 
1953 to be a fictitious date, the march of events and 
the scope of new revelation on chronological time- 
periods have more than confirmed it to be of major 
importance. In fact, it is an epochal date; it will for 
all time be known as one of the most outstanding dates 
in Great Pyramid chronology for, without the knowl- 
edge of its chronological significance, much that we 
have learned regarding the Divine timetable would 
still be unknown. Having previously rushed into print 
in an endeavor to discredit the importance of August 
20, 1953, our critic now seeks to ridicule and belittle 
those who do not agree with him. 

Let us check the facts for the sake of the record and 
in order to enlighten anyone who might be thought- 
lessly turned aside by such ill-advised rantings. The 
date, August 20, 1953, definitely established the length 
of the Mornings and Evenings, enabling the watchmen 
to accurately mark the beginning and ending of the 
first and second weeks of Mornings and Evenings, as 
well as calculate the length of the hours of the night 
watches. It was this epochal date in the Great Pyramid 
that enabled us to establish for the first time the length 
of the Night of Darkness of this generation as 1152 
days in duration. 

The final Night of the first week of years was marked 
by the beginning of the Korean war on June 25, 1950. 
That Night ended on August 20, 1953, giving us the 
1152 days. Each hour of this Night was found to be 
96 days in duration, with the Night itself divided into 
four watches of three hours each. The watches were, 
therefore, 288 days in duration, and this is the number 
of Restoration.

hath chosen to put His Name there! The city 

that, in the new age approaching, is to be the 
world center of government and worship — “For out 
of Zion shall go forth the Law, and the Word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem” (Isa. 2: 3). That is why Jeru- 
salem excels every other city in importance. Yet no 
city has been more savagely treated by man. 


When its annals are studied, one is amazed at the 
number and severity of the assaults Jerusalem has sus- 
tained. During the fifteen centuries following the first 
one mentioned in Judges (chap. 1), when the “children 
of Judah smote it with the edge of the sword, and set 
fire to the city,” no fewer than seventeen sieges are re- 
corded. ‘Twice it was razed to the ground and twice 
its walls were levelled. ‘Two disastrous periods in its 
history call for special mention.

The Destruction by Babylon 


God’s promise to set Jacob’s descendants “on high 
above all nations on earth” was conditional upon their 
obedience to Him and to His laws. If they fell away, 
and refused to be reformed, they would be punished 
and in the last resort, as Moses foretold, chastised 
“seven times” for their sins. Such a punishment began 
for Judah and Jerusalem between 606 and 585 B.c. 
Again and again prophets urged them to repent: 


“But they mocked the messengers of God, and despised 
his words, and misused his prophets, until the wrath of the 
Lord arose against his people, till there was no remedy. 
Therefore he brought upon them the king of the Chaldees 
[Nebuchadnezzar, King of Babylon] . . . . And all the vessels 
of the house of God, great and small, and the treasures of 
the house of the Lord, and the treasures of the king, and 
of his princes; all these he brought to Babylon. And they 
burnt the house of God, and brake down the wall of Jeru- 
salem, and burnt all the palaces thereof with fire, and de- 
stroyed all the goodly vessels thereof. And them that had 
escaped from the sword carried he away to Babylon... .” 
(II Chron. 36: 16-20.) 


The Destruction by Rome 


After seventy years captivity in Babylon, a remnant 
of Judah — from then on known as the Jews — were 
permitted to return and to rebuild Jerusalem. Had 
this people, some five and a half centuries later, when 
Christ came, recognized Him as their promised Messiah 
and accepted Him as their King and Saviour, how 
vastly different their future would have been. Alas, 
they knew not the time of their visitation. 


It was Passover time, 70 a.v. — exactly forty years 
from the week they crucified Him — that a Roman 
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army under Titus drew near to the city. Jerusalem 
was then, as usual at such times, packed to overflowing 
with Jews from all parts come to attend the Feast, 
and the siege began which is said to have been the 
most terrible in history. It lasted rather more than four 
months. To famine and pestilence were added the 
horrors of internal strife and terrorism. Full details of 
the privations and sufferings of the besieged are given 
by the Jewish historian Josephus. The climax came 
on the 9th of their month Ab, when the lower city was 
taken and the Temple destroyed by fire. ‘Twenty-seven 
days later, on the 7th of their month Elul, came the 
end. On that day Titus assaulted and took the whole 
city, set it on fire, and on the 8th “all was burning.” 
There would have been no siege had the Jews accepted 
Jesus Christ; as it was over a million perished. 


Even so, they had not learned their lesson. Rather 
more than half a century later, they revolted again 
under Bar Cochebar. And the war that followed re- 
sulted in Jerusalem again being taken by the Romans, 
who, this time, proceeded to obliterate its very exist- 
ence as a city. The ruins that Titus had left were 
completely demolished and removed, and the plough 
passed over the foundations of the Temple. Thus 
Christ’s words came true, that not one stone upon 
another should be left, because they knew not the time 
of their visitation. 


The Moslem Down-treading 


In a prophecy in the eighth chapter of Daniel, men- 
tion is made of a certain “little horn” — evidently 
symbolical of an aggressor — who would “wax exceed- 
ing great” toward the south, east and “pleasant land” 
(Palestine) by whom “the daily sacrifice’ would be 
taken away and “the place of the sanctuary cast down.” 
It is further prophesied in Revelation, chapter 11, that 
the “Holy City” would be “trodden under foot by the 
Gentiles forty and two months.” Could this “little 
horn” and desolator of the Holy Land and Jerusalem 
have been the mighty system of Mohammedanism? 


The rise of this movement is clearly defined. Mos- 
lems themselves fix it as 622 a.v. — the commencement 
of their calendar. It quickly developed into a military 
power. Omar, who succeeded Mahomet, led a Moslem 
army into Syria, overthrew the Roman forces there and, 
in 637 A.D., captured Jerusalem after a siege lasting 
four months. 


Upon entering the city, Omar asked to be shown the 
site of David’s Temple. Here, he caused to be erected 
a wooden structure which later was replaced by the 
present Mosque of Omar. Between the years 634 and 
644, this Mohammedan “desolation” destroyed some 
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4,000 Christian churches and built 1,400 mosques! 
From then on, for over twelve centuries, Jerusalem 
was trodden down by Moslem power. 


The Time Factor 


The punishment meted out to the people of Judah 
by Nebuchadnezzar deprived them of their privileged 
position. They became a subject race and the position 
of world leadership intended for them passed to a suc- 
cession of Gentile empires by which Jerusalem was 
trodden under foot. But, because God’s covenant made 
with their fathers was unconditional, when their “seven 
times” sentence of punishment expired, Judah’s prison 
doors were to open, she would be restored, Jerusalem 
liberated and Gentile power be brought to an end. 
This is what is implied by our Lord’s words: 


“Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until 
the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled.” (Luke 21: 24.) 


Seventy to eighty years ago, Grattan Guinness, con- 
vincingly proved from the Scriptures that this “seven 
times” period, both for Judah’s chastisement and Gen- 
tile domination, represented 2520 years. If, therefore, 
the year were known when this period for Jerusalem 
began, it would be a simple matter to calculate when 
it would end. 

In his book, Light For the Last Days, First Edition, 
published 1886,* page 343, Guinness contended that 
the first year of Nebuchadnezzar’s reign, 604 B.c., had 
“special claims to be considered a very principal start- 
ing point of the ‘Times of the Gentiles’” and, meas- 
ured from this, 2520 years would end in 1917! 

How did he arrive at this? When interpreting to 
Nebuchadnezzar his vision of the Image, with its head 
of gold, breast of silver, belly of brass, legs of iron, 
representing four successive Gentile world empires 
(which we know were Babylon, Medo-Persia, Greece 
and Rome), Daniel said to the king: “Thou art this 
head of gold,” signifying that Nebuchadnezzar’s reign, 
and presumably its first year, 604 B.c., marked the com- 
mencement of the period. 

But Guinness was impressed by other evidence. The 
“forty and two months,” given in Revelation for Jeru- 
salem’s “treading down,” if regarded as years (1260 
years) — the Bible periods have a year, as well as a 
day, fulfillment — equalled half the “seven times” 
period. According to Daniel, however, a slightly longer 
period of 1335 days, or years (Dan. 12: 12), would lead 
to “blessing,” or deliverance and, significantly, the 
1335th year of the Mohammedan calendar (the scale 
of which is lunar) would end in 1917, the same year 
that the 2520 years would end from the start of Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s reign:

smashed at last by a “Stone”; other prophets foresaw 
its break-up accomplished by a great “shaking” of the 
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nations — evidently war. Was the 1914-1918 war the 
first stage of this demolition process? 

November 2, 1917 brought the Balfour Declaration, 
promising a homeland for the Jews in Palestine; on 
December 9, 1917 came Jerusalem’s liberation from 
Moslem-Turkey. Since it had all come about in a world 
war, surely, it seemed, this was exactly what Guinness 
had foreseen would happen in 1917 — a first step 
toward Jewish restoration and Jerusalem’s deliverance. 

Another student, Dr. Aldersmith, in his book, The 
Fullness of the Gentiles,* published 1898, emphasized 
that, when freed from Gentile rule, Jerusalem should 
pass, not again to some Gentile power, but to Israel. 
“Students are agreed,” he wrote, “that when the Times 
of the Gentiles are fulfilled, and Jerusalem ceases to be 
trodden down, we may expect it to pass into the hands 
of its rightful owners. This period may end about 
1917 a.v.” On December 9, 1917, the Holy City was sur- 
rendered to a British army; and on the IIth, it was 
officially entered and taken over by General Allenby 
and his staff. 

In Divine Time Measures,* page 43 (published 
1933), it was suggested that the era of close for Gentile 
destruction, and Jerusalem's and Israel's restoration, 
might cover fifty-five years, thus:

THE GOD OF JESHURUN 








EUTERONOMY 33 is a chapter 
1) crammed with blessings, pro- 

phecy, beauty and inspira- 
tion. To the record of Moses’ final 
blessings upon the tribes of Israel, 
he adds this significant statement 
(v. 26): 


“There is none like unto the God of 
Jeshurun, who rideth upon the heaven 
in thy help, and in his excellency on 
the sky.” 


The full significance of the sen- 
tence is not apparent until one 
learns the meaning of the word 
“Jeshurun.” According to A Diction- 
ary of the Bible by Dr. John D. 
Davis, the word Jeshurun, or Jesu- 
run, is “a name of endearment used 
in poetry for the nation Israel with 
reference to the moral character 
which they were created to exhibit.” 

Charles Thomson, in his version 
of the Septuagint Bible, carries out 
the same idea when he uses the 
word “beloved” instead of “Jeshu- 
run.” He gives the verse this strik- 
ing reading: 

“There is none like the God of the 
beloved. He who rideth on the heaven 
is thy helper, and he is mighty to give 
support.” 


Note how this distinctive love of 
Israel is reflected in the bestowal of 
special blessings on the various 
tribal families which comprise the 
nation as a whole. These prophetic 
blessings are recorded in the first 
twenty-five verses of the chapter. 
They bear timeless instructions 
which, if heeded today, will rescue 
modern Christian Israel nations 
from threatened destruction at the 
hands of organized conspirators, 
called in the second and third chap- 
ters of Revelation, “the synagogue of 
Satan.” Let us examine these bless- 
ings briefly. 

Reuben had fallen into dishonor 
and had been reduced in number. 
Nevertheless, Moses prayed for his 
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continuance and prosperity: “Let 
Reuben live, and not die; and let 
not his men be few.” Simeon is not 
mentioned in this chapter. In the 
blessing of Jacob, recorded in Gene- 
sis 49, it is said concerning both 
Simeon and Levi: “I will divide 
them in Jacob, and scatter them in 
Israel.” Therefore, it is probable 
that the Simeonites had scattered to 
some extent even before the tribes 
reached Canaan. It is stated in 
Joshua 19 that the inheritance of 
Simeon “was within the inheritance 
of the children of Judah.” 


And this is the blessing of Judah: 


“Hear, Lord, the voice of Judah, and 
bring him unto his people: let his 
hands be sufficient for him; and be thou 
an help to him from his enemies.” 
(Deut. 33: 7.) 


This reference is peculiar and 
suggestive. Judah was the royal 
tribe, from whom the scepter must 
not depart (Gen. 49:10). “Judah 
prevailed above his brethren, and of 
him came the chief ruler” (I Chron. 
5: 1-2). The fulfillment came when 
God called David from the house of 
Judah and decreed that he must 
establish the Lord’s throne in Israel, 
with the guarantee that it would be 
held in unbroken succession by a 
descendant from David's line until 
the coming of Christ to rule over the 
House of Jacob forever. 


Hence Moses prays that the voice 
of Judah may be heard in all genera- 
tions; that his needs in every emer- 
gency will be abundantly supplied; 
and that he may triumph, by God’s 
intervention, in all conflicts with 
Israel’s enemies. “Happy is he that 
hath the God of Jacob for his help.” 


Levi represents the head of the 
tribe whose crowning glory was the 
priesthood and possession of Thum- 
min and Urim; that is, the symbols 
of Divine Light and Right in the 
ephod of the high priest. They were 
put in the breastplate of judgment 


so as to be on the high priest’s heart 
when he went in before the Lord 
(Ex. 28: 30). Levites were not only 
priests serving at the altar; some 
were administrators and teachers in 
Israel. Their ministration was not 
restricted to individual or private 
matters, but was employed in be- 
half of the nation. “Hence,” as one 
eminent writer says, “the required 
place for Urim and Thummin was 
in the breastplate of judgment, 
which bore the names of the twelve 
tribes of Israel on twelve precious 
stones.” In this manner they learned 
the will of Jehovah, the Judge, con- 
cerning judicial matters, and the 
royal desire of Jehovah, their King, 
concerning Jeshurun, His beloved 
people. — 

Most fittingly, then, Moses says of 
the Levites: 


“They shall teach Jacob thy judg- 
ments, and Israel thy law . . . . Bless, 
Lord, his substance, and accept the 
work of his hands.” (Deut. 33: 10-11.) 


He prays also that God will de- 
fend them, vindicate their good 
works, and smite their enemies so 
“that they rise not again.” Many of 
them will be found faithful even 
unto the coming of our Lord to 
reign in glory over the House of 
Jacob. Jeremiah wrote of them, say- 
ing: 

“The law shall not perish from the 
priest, nor counsel from the wise, nor 
the word from the prophet.” (Jer. 18: 
18.) 


And Ezekiel declared: 


“They shall teach my people the 
difference between the holy and pro- 
fane, and cause them to discern be- 
tween the unclean and the clean.” (Ez. 
44: 23.) 


Of Benjamin Moses was inspired 
to say: 


“The beloved of the Lord shall dwell 
in safety by him; and the Lord shall 
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cover him all the day long, and he shall 
dwell between his shoulders.” (Deut. 
33: 12.) 


Moffatt’s reading says of Benja- 
min: “He is the Eternal’s darling.” 
In Jacob’s tender love for Benjamin, 
Moses sees a reflection of God's love. 
“The beloved of the Lord” is not 
an empty title, nor an indication of 
human merit, but an expression of 
the Father’s affection for His chil- 
dren. The figure is heightened by 
the promise that he shall be covered 
“all the day long — and dwell be- 
tween his shoulders.” Nothing could 
more clearly suggest tender solici- 
tude and protection. As a devoted 
father shields his child from dan- 
ger and carries him over the rough 
places on his back, so God will ever 
guard Benjamin. This tribe gave 
birth to Saul, Israel’s first king; and 
to that other Saul, who became 
known as Paul, the greatest Chris- 
tian Apostle. 


Concerning Joseph, Dr. Wolfen- 
dale writes: 


“Moses waxes eloquent and poetical 
at the mention of Joseph. Out of the 
fulness of his heart his mouth speaks. 
He desires for this tribe the greatest pos- 
sible abundance of earthly blessing and 
a vigorous manifestation of power in 
conflict with the nations.” 


Moses’ blessing is reminiscent of 
Jacob’s prophecy in Genesis 49: 22- 
26, but transcends it in portraying 
the vast outreach and glory of Jo- 
seph’s house in the latter days. 


It is high time for the Anglo- 
Saxon House of Joseph to arise in 
the power of the Lord; assert its 
birthright (Gen. 48, I Chron. 5: 
1-2); and restore its supremacy in 
world affairs as ordained in the 
Scriptures. Here is the pattern for 
Joseph in the world today: 


“May the Eternal bless his land 
With the wealth of heaven above 
And water from the deep abyss, 

With wealth of crops from the sun- 
light, 

With wealth of produce month by 
month, 

With choice fruit from the ancient 
hills, 

With wealth from heights of yore! 


The wealth of all the land contains, 
And the favour of Him who dwelt 
in the bush, 
May it all descend on Joseph, 
The prince of his brothers! 
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May his first-born be like a splendid 
bull, 
With horns like a wild ox, 

To gore the nations, all of them, 
Even to the far ends of earth! 

Such is Ephraim with his myriads, 
Such Manasseh with his thousands.” 


(Deut. 33: 13-17, Moffatt Trans.) 


Communism is spreading its evil 
power over the entire earth simply 
because the Joseph nations have not 
used their mighty horns, under God, 
to push the whole Satanic system to 
the ends of the earth. What a price 
enslaved nations, and even our own 
people in the western hemisphere, 
are paying for the cowardice, inepti- 
tude and treachery of our leaders in 
both State and Church! What colos- 
sal ignorance they manifest in re- 
gard to our place and responsibility 
in the Divine Plan! 


“And of Zebulun he said, Rejoice, 
Zebulun, in thy going out; and, Issa- 
char, in thy tents. They shall call the 
people unto the mountain; there they 
shall offer sacrifices of righteousness: 
for they shall suck of the abundance of 
the seas, and of treasures hid in the 
sand.” (Deut. 33: 18-19.) 


In the Smith and Goodspeed 
translation, verse 18 reads: 


“Rejoice, Zebuiun, in your enter- 
prises abroad, 

And you, Issachar, in your tents at 
home!” 


Here we find commercial pursuits 
and sacrificial offerings jointly bless- 
ed in the routine of daily living. 
Life is considered as a whole in its 
aspects of work and worship. It is 
written that these sons of Jacob 
shall call the people to worship and 
offer sacrifices of righteousness, and 
that the treasures of sea and land 
shall be their portion: 


“Blessed be he that enlargeth Gad: 
he dwelleth as a lion, and teareth the 
arm with the crown of the head... 
and he came with the heads of the 
people, he executed the justice of the 
Lord, and his judgments with Israel.” 
(Deut. 33: 20-21.) 


The first part has reference to the 
prowess of this tribe in war against 
Israel’s enemies. Although the Gad- 
ites chose their inheritance outside 
Canaan, they fought valiantly with 
Joshua until the land was con- 
quered, thereby fulfilling their 
promise to Moses. (See Num. 32: 


17, 21, 32; Josh. 1: 14; 4: 12.) “We 
ourselves,” they said, “will go ready 
armed before the children of Israel, 
until we have brought them unto 
their place.” 


“Dan is a lion’s whelp: he shall leap 
from Bashan.” (Deut. 33: 22.) 


Jacob had compared Dan to a 
serpent for subtlety, that suddenly 
darts at the horses’ heels and throws 
the rider. Moses calls attention to 
his strength and agility: “He shall 
leap.” The Danites are noted for 
their courage and spirit of adven- 
ture. Samson, the strong man who 
weakened under temptation, was 
from this tribe. But strength, rightly 
used, is a tremendous asset: 


“O Naphtali, satisfied with favour, 
and full with the blessing of the Lord: 
possess thou the west and the south.” 
(Deut. 33: 23.) 


What more beautiful and treas- 
ured benediction could be _ pro- 
nounced upon any people? Satisfied 
with favor — full with the blessing! 
Having such riches, what more can 
man desire? God’s favor and bless- 
ings are surely the sublimest of all 
possessions. They satisfy all the holy 
instincts of the heart, conscience and 
intellect. Without His favor all life 
is misery and delusion. “He that 
cometh to Me shall never hunger; 
and he that believeth on Me shall 
never thirst.” 


“Let Asher be blessed with children; 
let him be acceptable to his brethren, 
and let him dip his foot in oil. Thy 
shoes shall be iron and brass; and as 
thy days, so shall thy strength be.” 
(Deut. 33: 24-25.) 


Commentator Kiel says of this 
passage: 


“Asher, the prosperous, was justly to 
bear the name. He was to be a child of 
prosperity, blessed with earthly good; he 
was to enjoy rest all his life long in 
strong fortresses. It is evident enough 
that this blessing is simply an exposi- 
tion of the name Asher, and that Moses 
here promises the tribe a verification of 
the omen contained in its name.” 


The foregoing outline sets before 
us a bird’s-eye view of the various 
tribal families which issued from the 
House of Jacob-Israel. It is a pro- 
phetic picture of these same kindred 
peoples as they will appear on the 
world stage in the latter days, prior 
to the closing events of the Chris- 
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tian Era, which will lead to the re- 
turn and kingship of Jesus Christ. 
This remarkable chapter ends with 
verses 26-29; they relate what God 
is going to do for these same people 
during the transition period from 
the great tribulation, which closes 
this present age, to the New Order 
which ushers in the Kingdom Age 
and the King. 

Now what has God promised to 
do for His people at a time when 
their survival is actually at stake? 
The answer is in four wonderful 
sentences; and one of them, verse 
26, even gives a clue to the time 
when God will come to the rescue 
of His beloved. It reads: 


“There is none like unto the God of 
Jeshurun, who rideth upon the heaven 
in thy help, and in his excellency on 
the sky.” 


What could more clearly identify 
the time in which we are living? 
Only in recent years have men’s 
minds and eyes turned eagerly to the 
sky. Some nations have not recov- 
ered yet from the devastation of air 
raids during the last wars; but that 
was insignificant compared to the 
total destruction that now threatens 
the whole world. 


There is a new awareness of the 
heavens above and beyond us, now 
that the age of outer space experi- 
mentation has arrived. Do you live 
in a state of fear that missiles from 
afar will find us, and that atomic, 
hydrogen or other kinds of blasts 
will destroy the earth itself? If so, 
then remember that God says He, 
too, will ride the heaven. His eye is 
on every Sputnik and Explorer that 
man sends into outer space. Not 
only that, but He rideth on the sky 
in thy help. Whose help? None 
other than Jeshurun, His beloved, 
whose names and blessings are re- 
corded in Deuteronomy 33. (See 
Rev. 21: 12, 14, 27.) They are the 
same people of whom the Angel 
Gabriel spoke when he gave Mary 
this preview of the Kingdom Age 
now dawning: 


“He [Jesus] shall be great, and shall 
be called the Son of the Highest: and 
the Lord God shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David: and he shall 
reign over the house of Jacob for ever; 
and of his kingdom there shall be no 
end.” (Luke 1: 32-33.) 

When the time of crisis comes, 
and the beloved people face extermi- 
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nation at the hands of enemies with- 
in and without — then these blessed 
promises will be fulfilled: 


“The eternal God is thy refuge, and 
underneath are the everlasting arms: 
and he shall thrust out the enemy from 
before thee; and shall say, Destroy 
them. Israel then shall dwell in safety 
alone: the fountain of Jacob shall be 
upon a land of corn and wine; also his 
heavens shall drop down dew. Happy 
art thou, O Israel: who is like unto 
thee, O people saved by the Lord, the 
shield of thy help, and who is the 
sword of thy excellency! And thine 
enemies shall be found liars unto thee; 
and thou shalt tread upon their high 
places.” (Deut. 33: 27-29.) 


How much we shall suffer, and 
what losses we shall incur, before 
deliverance comes will depend upon 
how soon we turn to God in peni- 
tence and plead for His help. The 
word “Jeshurun” — you remember 
— was used of the Israel nations 
“with reference to the moral charac- 
ter which they were created to ex- 
hibit.” They are in trouble now be- 
cause they are neglecting the very 
truths that produce moral fiber and 
national righteousness. National 
safety and prosperity are intimately 
connected with the moral and spir- 
itual condition of our people. 


We are too much concerned about 
what our enemies think of us, and

not concerned enough about what 
God demands of us. For example, 
consider the statement — “Israel 
then shall dwell in safety alone” — 
that is, without treaties and _ alli- 
ances with ungodly, non-Christian 
nations. Divine law for Israel for- 
bids such entanglements, yet we are 
involved in assorted commitments 
with both friends and foes all 
around the world. 


In the light of plain Scriptural 
facts it is absurd to think that so 
great a people as Israel, whose story 
fills the Bible to its last page, some- 
how disintegrated through the cent- 
uries, leaving only a few million un- 
believing Jews to receive all the 
blessings contained in the great 
covenant God made with Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob. Informed Jewish 
writers are saying frankly that many 
so-called Jews are not even of He- 
brew stock. Furthermore, Israel na- 
tions were destined to expand in the 
latter days, until they became in- 
numerable multitudes like the sand 
on the seashore. 


The problem is not solved by 
saying that the promises made to 
Israel were transferred to the New 
Testament Church. Read Jeremiah 
31 and Hebrews 8, where it is care- 
fully explained that the New Cove- 
nant, like the Old, was made with 
the House of Israel. 


Wake up, O beloved of the Lord! 
The God of Jeshurun is, indeed, 
our God. Study your history as it is 
written in the Scriptures, and find 
out who you really are. Then, for 
an added personal blessing, read 
Psalm 46. Note the prophetic ele- 
ment in this Psalm, as well as its 
assurance and beauty. 


“God is our refuge and strength, 
a very present help in_ trouble. 
Therefore will not we fear, though 
the earth be removed, and though 
the mountains be carried into the 
midst of the sea; . . . Come, behold 
the works of the Lord, what desola- 
tions he hath made in the earth. 
He maketh wars to cease unto the 
end of the earth; he breaketh the 
bow, and cutteth the spear in sun- 
der; he burneth the chariot in the 
fire. Be still, and know that I am 
God: I will be exalted among the 
heathen, I will be exalted in the 
earth. The Lord of hosts is with us; 
the God of Jacob is our refuge.”

in Syria came tidings of turmoil in “Tyre and 

Sidon,” next-door neighbor to Syria, a territory 
known in modern times as the Lebanon. In Britain, if 
the daily newspapers have not been running headlines 
about Tyre and Sidon, they have been displaying cap- 
tions on Libya and Ethiopia. One often wonders what 
must be the feelings of a Modernist churchman who, 
having spent the best years of his life bowing to the 
popular fallacy that there is no truth in a literal inter- 
pretation of the Scriptures, now sees the old-fashioned 
familiar names blazoned in the press with an incon- 
tinent persistence which would be uncanny if it were 
not purely a simple straightforward example of pro- 
phecy in the Bible fulfilled. 


Q UICKLY FOLLOWING news of sensational upheavals 


Uprising in Tyre 


Thus we find the Daily Mail representative, Scott 
Gibbons, writing from Beirut in the following dra- 
matic fashion: 


“Tanks and troops have been pouring into the Lebanese 
mountains, sealing off areas where armed bands of tribesmen 
are threatening the country’s pro-Western government which 
has just finished putting down another revolt said to have 
been backed with Syrian arms and money. 

“Last week there was an uprising in Tyre. These out- 
breaks cannot be passed off as mere pro-Nasser rioting. It is 
time that the Western gévernments took a closer look at 
what is happening to one of their few staunch allies left in 
the Middle East. 

“When I came here five years ago I found a people who 
were proud of their democratic life and Western connec- 
tions. If there is democracy here now, I fail to see it. The 
Communists have jumped on the Arab nationalist band- 
wagon, with the result that genuine Nationalists are jailed 
as Communists.” 


Meanwhile, Colin Reed, Daily Telegraph special 
correspondent in Beirut, helps to complete the unfold- 
ing picture for us when he reports: 


“The Egyptian grip of the Syrian ‘province’ of President 
Nasser’s United Arab Republic was further illustrated by an 
announcement that the number of newspapers published in 
Damascus is to be reduced. In their place greater numbers 
of Cairo journals are to be imported. A Jerusalem Arab 
paper, Aljithad, accuses the Egyptians of treating Syrians on 
a lower level than themselves. It complains: ‘Scarcely had 
the ink dried on the Syro-Egyptian agreement than the 
Egyptian rulers began dismissing Syrian statesmen. Now 
they have decided to close down Syrian newspapers.’ 


Colonized by Africans 


“There seems to be little doubt that Syrians are becoming 
increasingly despondent with the result of their hurried 
‘sale’ to Egypt by the small group of politicians who almost 
landed them behind the Iron Curtain. Discussing the dis- 
appearance of Syria from the map, a Syrian refugee here 
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said to me: ‘FOR THE FIRST TIME IN HISTORY A WHITE NATION 
HAS BEEN COLONIZED BY AFRICANS.’ 

“As the first wave of enthusiasm recedes, this view is be- 
coming more widely reflected in Syria, which explains the 
extending Egyptian grip on Syrian organs of opinion.” 


That conditions are rapidly assuming a somber hue 
is evidenced by the testimony of Richard Beeston, 
News Chronicle observer in Damascus who, when de- 
scribing the recent military parade, declares: 


“A dozen MIGs screamed above the minarets of Damas- 
cus today while Soviet-built tanks rumbled past tens of 
thousands of cheering Syrians. Egyptian and Syrian forces 
were parading for the first time as the Army of Nasser’s 
United Arab Republic. A similar parade, to celebrate the 
anniversary of the evacuation of French troops from Syria, 
took place simultaneously in Cairo. 

“The long march I watched was evidence of the thorough- 
ness with which the U.A.R. forces have been entirely re- 
equipped by the Soviet bloc. The biggest cheer went up for 
the Egyptian paratroopers. Another came for Palestine 
refugee commandos who marched bearing a placard saying: 
‘We shall return.” 


Middle East Menace 


Moreover, under the caption, “The Issue at Aden,” 
a Daily Express leading article draws attention to an- 
other phase of Mid-East turmoil when the writer main- 
tains: 


“In recent months the public has been focusing its atten- 
tion on Russia’s sputniks and rockets and military power. 
Now its attention should be turned to the menace of the 
Middle East, where it is said that the Egyptian dictator has 
lately been modifying his attitude to the West. It should be 
made quite clear that this modification of Egypt's attitude is 
merely preparatory to an attack on Jordan. Nasser is bent 
upon the destruction of King Hussein. And at the very 
moment that this attack is being planned, Britain finds her- 
self in difficulties in Aden. 

“Already there has been a cumulative weakening of 
British influence in the Middle East. Now is the time for 
the British people to determine to put a stop to further 
incursion on their authority. The testing ground is Aden.” 


Soviet Thrust at eAden 


It is not without significance that joint Soviet-Egyp- 
tian pressure recently resulted in the withdrawal of the 
British Charge d’Affairs from the Yemen territory 
where, for more than a year now, Egypt and Syria have 
been training volunteers for the Yemen campaign. It 
was hardly surprising, therefore, to hear that, in the 
face of increasing disturbances, troop reinforcements 
were being sent by air, every six hours, from Britain 
“to counter Nasser’s thrust against Aden,” as the Daily 
Mail described it. 


Meanwhile, Geoffrey Thursby, Daily Express on-the- 
spot observer, confirms as follows: 
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“British troops are flying into Aden ready to deal with 
any emergency with Russian-armed Yemenis along the Aden 
Protectorate frontiers. Troops have also been flown out from 
Britain to Kenya as a strategic reserve.” 


By contrast, Sir William Luce, the British Governor 
of this key post, was vigorously outspoken in his warn- 
ings when he declared: 


“We have begun to see the effects of Russian arms in the 
Yemen and must assume that Russia and Egypt will use 
their position to exploit to their advantage the ambition of 
the Imam (King Ahmed), in order to secure Yemeni domina- 
tion over the Aden Protectorate. Frontier skirmishing used 
to be by tribesmen armed with rifles. Now our forces are 
attacked by artillery, mortars and heavy automatic weapons.” 


eA Red Sea “Red” Port 


Perhaps, of all developments since the Suez debacle, 
the most surprising has been the construction of the 
new naval base at Hodeida, for the use of Soviet sub- 
marines and surface vessels. Thus, under the striking 
title: “The Red Sea Gets a Red Port,’ John Dugdale, 
M.P. (a former British Cabinet minister), writing for 
the Daily Express, divulges the following astounding 
details: 


“A few days ago I stood on the site of a new Russian 
port. It is being built on the Red Sea, 200 miles from Aden, 
actually within sight of Africa. This port is at Hodeida in 
the Yemen. Russian engineers are already on the job and 
it is being financed by a sixty-million-dollar loan from the 
Soviet Union. The port, which is being built to take big 
ships, will move Russian penetration another 1,500 miles 
south. 

“The Russians, brisk, alert and efficient, were a striking 
contrast to the local inhabitants. We saw no fewer than 33 
Russian planes on Saana airfield. But the Russians are not 
alone in their attempt to infiltrate into the Yemen. While 
we were in Tais, preparations were under way to receive 
a delegation of 26 Chinese. The Chinese have offered the 
Yemenis a substantial loan which the Yemenis are going 
to accept. 


Rival Penetration of Powers 


“WHETHER THE CHINESE ARE WORKING IN COOPERATION 
WITH THE RUSSIANS IS DOUBTFUL. I CANNOT HELP FEELING 
THAT WE HAVE HERE THE START OF RIVAL PENETRATION BY 
THE TWO COMMUNIST Powers. Be that as it may, the Com- 
munist countries, either jointly or separately, are making 
far greater progress in Arabia than the West. 

“Hodeida, under Russian influence, will be a new threat 
to the West. When it is built, Russian ships will have a 
port from which they can operate all over the Indian 
Ocean.” 


Students of Scriptural prophecy have long been fas- 
cinated by the theme of the contest for power between 
the “king of the north” and “king of the south,” de- 
scribed by Daniel, which came so near to fulfillment 
during World War II, but now is seen to re-emerge 
again in its new or final form. The contest represents 
a struggle for hegemony between the sovereign powers 
of the northern and southern hemispheres, in which 
the Holy Land is depicted as being the vital pivotal 
point, at the Time of the End. Both Daniel and Ezekiel 
refer to Ethiopia and Libya as playing a part in the 
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evolution of these developments and already we see 
signs of the way in which these countries are coming 
to the fore as the fulfillment of the prophecies unfolds 
in world events before our eyes. 


As British troops flew into Aden, Sir Roy Wellensky, 
Prime Minister of the Federation of Rhodesia, made 
a pronouncement showing he is under no delusions as 
to the extent of existing dangers. Thus he proclaimed: 


“Today all Africa is under the threat of ultimate sub- 
jection by the dictatorship of the Kremlin. The great powers 
of the West and NATO powers, and all countries with a 
stake in Africa, must stand together to resist this threat. 


“The battle for Africa has been joined, but I do not 
think it is sufficiently appreciated by the powers in, or inter- 
ested in, Africa, or by the United States, as to what is hap- 
pening here and the extent to which Russia is looking to 
African nationalism as a prerequisite to revolution. 

“The stakes are high. Apart from the oil of the Middle 
East, the mineral and other resources of undeveloped Africa 
form the greatest prize in the world. And the Russians 
know it.” 


Soviet-Tibetan Airfields 


Just how wide is the grip being extended by the 
Kremlin in its drive for mastery of the world is vividly 
illustrated in the latest information available from 
Tibet. Thus, Gordon Shepherd, Daily Telegraph cor- 
respondent, in a dispatch from Katmandu, informs us: 


“Russia has begun to play an increasingly important part 
in the Communist exploitation and subjugation of Tibet. 
The main center of Russian activity seems to be the Tsai- 
dam plateau which the Chinese treat as part of their frontier 
province of Tsinghai. Two large airfields, operated entirely 
by Russian Military personnel have been built in this region. 
Both airfields are treated as Russian enclaves. Even Chinese 
military personnel are only admitted with special passes. 
The greatest pains are taken to keep the operation of these 
airfields secret. Russian planes are camouflaged and bear no 
identification marks beyond a small Soviet star on the fin. 

“Russian military participation in Tibet is on a greater 
scale than is generally believed. Eight senior Russian Army 
liaison officers are permanently stationed at Lhasa. They 
wear Chinese uniforms. Russian engineers are laying traces 
for all the Chinese strategic roads in Tibet.” 


eAtom-Age Mountain Base 


Among the nations interested in Africa, the French 
have no illusions as to the urgency of the present situa- 
tion. As a Daily Express correspondent in Bizerta puts 
it: 


“I have just made a helicopter tour of the new atom- 
bomb-proof naval and air base in the Mediterranean, 
blockaded Bizerta, over which the French and Tunisians 
are haggling. I was the first foreign civilian the French have 
allowed to see it. Bizerta is unlike any naval base in Europe. 
There are sixteen miles of atom-bomb-proof tunnels, hacked 
out of three mountains and sheltered by 250 feet of solid 
rock. Below the rock tunnels are store rooms which will 
hold enough supplies of everything from fuel to food to 
restock a Naval Task Force. 


“Already great operation rooms, like vast subterranean 
cathedrals, with radar eyes and radio ears already alerted, 
await only their final furnishing.” 
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Up to now the French Government has spent £78 
million on Bizerta and NATO has just allotted a 
further £15 million. In a press interview, Admiral 
Gerard Cordonnier described how, under “a hinged 
lid,” galleries, lifts and a system of taxiing and take- 
off tunnels had been designed for the use of 700 jet 
planes. Finally the Admiral averred: 


“In Bizerta we hold one of the strategic treasures of the 
Mediterranean. I believe that the only other atom-bomb- 
proof air-naval base to compete with this has been built by 
the Russians on the Albanian coast — facing us like a front- 
line post — across the west of the Mediterranean.” 


After this revelation it is easy to understand why 
“a shiver runs down French spines” when the challeng- 
ing cry “Evacuate Bizerta,’ is echoed by African na- 
tionalist agitators. 

Finally, reporting that “the monarchs of Ethiopia 
and Libya” had made excuses for nonattendance at the 
recent Ghana Conference, James Cameron writes signi- 
ficantly from Accra: 


“The Big Palaver, described as ‘the most significant 
African event for centuries,’ opened in a characteristic West 
African atmosphere. This is the Conference of Independent 
African States, an event conceived in the mind of the young- 
est of them all, Ghana. This year-old nation is promoting 


something never tried before; to make Accra as symbolic a 
name for Africa as Bandung was to Asia. 

“The participants are in firmly-insisted-upon order of 
protocol: The Empire of Ethiopia; Ghana; the Republic 
of Liberia; the Kingdom of Libya; the Kingdom of Morocco; 
the Republics of the Sudan and Tunisia; together with the 
United Arab Republic (Egypt region), which neatly repre- 
sents President Nasser’s new dominion in its African, rather 
than its Middle Eastern, self.” 


Seeking a Kingdom 


Significantly, James Cameron draws attention to 
“the bronze statue in an apocalyptic attitude dominat- 
ing Parliament Square,” in Ghana, erected in honor of 
the Founder of the nation, bearing the somewhat start- 
ling legend: “Seek ye first the political kingdom and 
all other things shall be added unto it.” A second in- 
scription gives Dr. Nkrumah’s words: ““To me the liber- 
ation of Ghana will be meaningless unless it is linked 
up with the liberation of Africa.” 

In all these happenings, born of discord and dis- 
tortion, we discern the way in which the whole of the 
Dark Continent is being drawn into the orbit of Arma- 
geddon, which symbolizes a battle for the minds of 
men during which the Divine judgment upon the na- 
tions reaches its destined culmination.

4) That these year-periods, day-periods and Great 
Pyramid measurements were arrived at independently. 


December 9-11, 1917 


The Prophet Haggai twice mentions a particular 
day and month when, for Jerusalem, an era of blessing 
would be entered — “the four and twentieth day of 
the ninth month .. . from this day will J bless you” 
(Hag. 2: 18-19). As the Jewish calendar is partly lunar, 
it varies from ours year by year, yet, in 1917, the 24th 
day of its 9th month fell on December 9th, the day of 
Jerusalem's liberation. As mentioned earlier, a period 
of “forty and two months” (1260 days) is given in con- 
nection with Jerusalem’s down-treading. Such a period 
elapsed between June 28, 1914 — the assassination of 


the Austrian Archduke, Francis Ferdinand — the first 
fatal shot of World War I, and December 9, 1917. 

At a “set time,” says the Psalmist, the Lord shall 
have “mercy upon Zion.” And Jerusalem's liberation 
took place at a “set time” — in the very year, the very 
month and on the very day that God had appointed 
— a day foreshown in the Bible and marked in the 
Jewish calendar. When the clock struck, the Moslem- 
Turkish down-treading ceased. 

The return of the Lord was to be preceded by a 
“generation” of “trouble” (travail) commencing with a 
world war — “nation shall rise against nation and 
kingdom against kingdom” — and with the end of 
Jerusalem's down-treading. Such an exact period ran 
out between December 9-11, 1917 and December 9-11, 
1957.

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OLONEL NASSER is in the very closest alliance with 
( the Soviet Union and intends, with Russian 
help, to attempt three major things: the ex- 
termination of Israel; the total withdrawal of Western 
influences; and the creation of a bloc from Teheran to 
Casablanca. Russia believes that such a bloc would be 
wholly loyal to the Soviet alliance and would, in fact, 
be dominated from Moscow. The West could then get 
Middle East oil only on Russian terms, which would 
include the virtual communization of a reunited Ger- 
many; the stripping of all NATO bases; and the com- 
plete withdrawal of American and British forces from 
all Europe. Russia would also demand the handing 
over of Cyprus to Greece and the withdrawal of Britain 
from Aden and Malta. At the same time, Red China 
would press for the unification of Korea on Communist 
terms; the withdrawal of Britain from Hong Kong; 
the handing over of Formosa; and the cessation of all 
aid to the anti-Communist forces in Indonesia. 

Once Russia (through Arab nationalism) gained 
virtual control of the Middle East oil areas, the achieve- 
ment of all these objectives would be quite simple. 
If such terms were conceded, the West would have 
surrendered. Britain would be plunged into economic 
disaster, while America would be isolated; with South 
America hostile to her on one flank and Russia’s im- 
mense offensive installations pointing at her from the 
other — viz., the Arctic — region. Such is the danger 
now rapidly developing. Such is the inevitable conse- 
quence of withdrawal from the Suez adventure, which 
offered the last chance of averting such a challenge. 
True enough, Suez was badly handled and muddled 
to an extraordinary extent. Nevertheless, if it had been 
successful, all Russia’s plans would have been wrecked. 

The fact is that we now face the inevitable conse- 
quences of the decisions taken over both Suez and de- 
fense. The Western powers will be faced with the 
choice of fighting to save the Middle East — and fight- 
ing with nuclear weapons — or surrender. It is highly 
improbable that any event will occur to change this 
picture. How long have we in hand? The answer is 
that we probably have very little time — 24-36 months 
at the outside. Yet precautions are constantly post- 
poned. 

Current events in the Lebanon constitute yet another 
phase of Russian-sponsored aggressive preparations in 
the Middle East. Although the Lebanon is the im- 
mediate victim, the ultimate objective remains Israel; 
but her time is not yet come. The Lebanon has been 
chosen mainly because of its strategic position, which 
makes it a possible door of entry for Western inter- 
vention in the further phases which will probably pre- 
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cede the final attack on Israel. Cairo radio has been 
saying: ‘What is happening in the Lebanon today is 
the same that happened in Syria not so long ago and 
the same that will happen in Amman tomorrow and 
in Baghdad the day after.” Arab agitators and propa- 
gandists may be talking too loudly and too early, as 
they frequently do, but what they are saying corre- 
sponds broadly with the line of thought of the real 
rulers of their actions and policies. 

Those in charge of this aggression have, however, 
taken into account the possibility that there may be a 
temporary pause. The whole affair, therefore, has been 
carefully planned as a campaign of attrition in which 
the Lebanon government can be confronted with new 
disturbances, political and physical, every few weeks, 
with each blow leaving a wound which will not be 
healed by the time the next is delivered. This hot 
and cold treatment is to be continued throughout the 
Middle East until the whole area has been thoroughly 
conditioned for the final blow. 

Day after day and night after night the radio stations 
of all the Arab countries pour out a flood of propa- 
ganda. In the context of Israel as Russia’s final Middle 
East objective and also as a strategically vital area for 
the Western powers, note should be taken of current 
propaganda from Iraq and Jordan. It seems that a 
propaganda struggle is in progress between the United 
Arab Republic and the Iraq-Jordan Federation. Bagh- 
dad is consistently and systematically daring Cairo to 
jump at Israel’s throat. It constantly taunts Nasser with 
cowardice and mocks him for his past military failures. 
Nasser, says Baghdad Radio, claims that he has a large 
and powerful army and a mass of modern equipment. 
So far, however, says Baghdad, the Egyptian Army has 
accomplished nothing but a retreat. Why, it asks, does 
Nasser not use his wonderful army to attack Israel? 

Jordan’s Amman and Ramalla Radios take up the 
same story. Why, they ask, is Nasser holding his hand? 
Is he not going to do anything to make good the dam- 
age in opening the Suez Canal and the Gulf of Aqaba 
to the ships of the common enemy? Jordan, it is said, 
on her part, will continue to the end to make sacri- 
fices for the Arab cause. This propaganda war has be- 
come a battle of prestige. A situation is rapidly being 
reached in which neither side will be able to eat its 
words and one day will have to back them up by deeds. 
One thing is clear from all this. When Israel actually 
becomes the focus of Russian-sponsored military ag- 
gression, the supposed relative pro-Westernism of Iraq 
and Jordan will go by the board. The Western powers 
have allowed themselves to drift into what will one 
day prove to be a very serious dilemma. When Israel 
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is attacked, if the Western powers intervene in support 
of her, they will find almost certainly that they have 
the whole Arab Middle East to deal with; and the 
Arabs will have Russian backing. On the other hand, 
if the Western powers do not intervene in support of 
Israel, the whole Middle East will fall into Russia's 
hands. 

Russian military and technical experts are now in 
both Egypt and Syria in numbers so substantial that it 
is difficult to make an estimate. They operate cau- 
tiously and unobtrusively in order to give the impres- 
sion that only a limited number of them are there. 
Except in those technical fields where sizable practical 
demonstrations are unavoidable, Egyptian and Syrian 
officers and NCOs are receiving in relative secrecy in- 
tensive instruction in training methods. Group after 
group of selected commanders at various levels are 
taken through intensive practical training courses at 
places far from military headquarters and well out of 
sight of the ordinary observer. In hardly any cases are 
the Russian instructors easily — if at all — identifiable 
as Russians. They comprise officers of various ranks 
from generals down to junior lieutenants and also a 
number of NCOs. Most of these are either of Arab 
blood or come from one or other of those territories of 
the Soviet Union, the populations of which are ethno- 
logically close to the Arabs. Practically all of them 
speak fluent Arabic. A large number of the Egyptian 
and Syrian trainees themselves have not been aware 
that they have, in fact, been trained by Russians. 

With the advent to power of Crown Prince Faisal 
in Saudi Arabia, the Eisenhower doctrine has died a 
quiet death. But, at the same time, a disturbing rumor 
is freely circulating throughout the Middle East. It is 
to the effect that Washington is about to approach 
Nasser with offers of massive economic help for Egypt 
and that an arrangement is about to be made between 
the United States and Nasser. It is not possible to say 
what truth, if any, there is in these rumors, but there 
are certainly influences in the United States, including 
the State Department, which would favor such a course. 
It is still not fully recognized in the United States that 
Nasser is irrevocably committed to Russia’s plans for 
the Middle East, and that any further policy of appease- 
ment will be regarded by him as a confirmation of 
Western weakness and will accomplish no more than 
to encourage him in his reckless course. 


Throughout leading circles in Persia, dissatisfaction 
is obvious and troublesome developments seem clearly 
at hand. Certainly not many Persians would consider 
joining forces with the United Arab Republic or ac- 
cepting, as many Iraqis and Jordanians would, Nasser’s 
leadership. On the other hand, the Persians do not 
relish being sandwiched between U.A.R. and the 
U.S.S.R., and more and more of them are becoming 
aware of their country’s strategic isolation. The sensa- 
tion that their rearguard is crumbling is aggravated 
by the gradual loss to the U. S. of its Middle East posi- 
tions. The people are coming to distrust the protective 
power of the Baghdad Pact, as they question the stabil- 
ity of Iraq, and to realize the inherent danger of the 
Israel situation, with its threat to peace and any hoped- 
for chance of the U. A. R.’s independence of the Soviet 
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Union. This popular anxiety is fully shared by govern- 
ment leaders, some of whom think a Middle East war 
within two years is more than probable if the present 
Soviet aid to the U.A.R. is maintained. The Persians 
are not given to pessimism as a rule. These troubles 
in Persia would be disturbing at the best of times. 
With the present general decline of Western interests 
and influence in the Middle East area, it is doubly un- 
fortunate that the country’s stability is so threatened. 


Events in Algeria, France and the Middle East, po- 
litical trends in the U.K. and other very important 
countries all point toward the end of an era. More 
and more people feel that it is impossible to govern 
complex nations in present world conditions by means 
of buying the votes of an irresponsible mass which is 
constantly hoodwinked by clever pressure groups and 
blackmailed from outside by a gigantic, centrally con- 
trolled, militarily powerful, and dangerously aggressive 
Communist bloc — now composed of no less than one- 
third of the world’s population. 

At every point the good Western governments are 
stopped from the pursuit of wise policies by the sub- 
versive appeals of irresponsible or evil forces over the 
heads of those governments to the uninformed masses. 

The recent changes in the Soviet regime have not 
been well reported in the West. Too much emphasis 
has been placed on the apparent relegation of Bul- 
ganin, rather than on the minor changes which were 
none the less significant. These “minor” changes actu- 
ally represented the taking-over by a new team. Khrush- 
chev is now the head of the Soviet Union, in the sense 
that he heads a group which controls the political ap- 
paratus of the Soviet government. 

Nevertheless, the power of the armed forces is great 
and the personal power of Marshals Koniev and Soko- 
lovsky matches Khrushchev’s. It would be difficult to 
overstress the importance of the Army. Koniev’s posi- 
tion in particular has never been stronger than now. 
During the past two years, the Army has achieved two 
very important things. It has gained virtual autonomy 
from the Party. This vital fact was confirmed only 
recently by General Sacharov when addressing some 
East German officers. It has taken over all the key 
positions which directly or indirectly affect its own 
interests. Thus, today, the Red Army is a power on its 
own, practically independent, and without political 
responsibility for unpopular measures. 


The presidencies of most of the Supreme Soviet's 
Commissions have changed; so has the membership. 
Both chambers have been rejuvenated by Khrush- 
chev’s nominees. The remaining, somewhat scattered, 
opponents of Khrushchev are isolated and are likely 
to be quickly demoted. The new government un- 
doubtedly has an anti-Semitic slant, which is no acci- 
dent and should not be taken lightly. Its significance 
is very great.

RAMPANT STRIFE

June 4, 1958 


ROM ITs Mideast storm-center, shock waves of the 
K fast-developing global crisis rocked North Africa 
and Paris and had ugly repercussions even far- 
ther afield. While France tottered on the brink of civil 
war, U. S. libraries were burned in Lebanon and Vice 
President Nixon narrowly escaped death at the hands 
of a Red-incited mob in Venezuela. Conflict flared 
anew in Tunisia and revolt-torn Indonesia neared out- 
right bankruptcy. 

So unmistakable was the intensification of travail 
that even the blindest realized the world had entered a 
grave and unprecedented period. Reaction to the omi- 
nous portents, however, of necessity varied widely. The 
man in the street, ignorant of the underlying design 
and primarily worried about the business slump which 
directly affected his pocketbook, watched with fretful 
uneasiness. On the other hand, those aware of the 
basic purpose and transcendent significance of the 
current global travail felt a great surge of expectancy 
as they sensed the nearness of the awesome events at- 
tendant upon the Biblically-foretold climax of the ages. 

“World cleansing” through “desolation” and “dis- 
placement” of the human mundane order is the basic 
theme elaborated in countless variations as time-pat- 
terns mark the march of events. The Anglo-Saxon na- 
tions, luxury-loving and pleasure-sated, were being in- 
exorably crowded to the brink of catastrophe. While 
their credulous leaders dallied with summit feelers and 
disarmament schemes, Russia accelerated its penetra- 
tion of key Middle Eastern countries. The cocky state- 
ments of Kremlin leaders indicated that they deemed 
victory in the vital Mideast “crossroads of the world” 
area already assured. 

Meanwhile, the few Western bridgeheads in the Mid- 
east were gravely imperilled. Soviet activity, in its 
Yemen advance staging area, threatened British-con- 
trolled Aden, and Russian-UAR _ subversion in 
Lebanon nearly toppled the pro-Western government 
of President Camille Chamoun. 

Despite far-flung alliances and billions squandered 
in foreign aid, the prestige of the United States sagged 
alarmingly. During widespread disorders in Lebanon 
on May 10, rioters burned the United States Informa- 
tion Service library in Tripoli. Subsequently similar 
incidents occurred in Beirut and Algiers. 

The number of displacement (286) significantly 
marks the May 10 library burning in Tripoli. It came 
exactly 2 x 286 days after October 15, 1956 when the 
Jordan-Iraq military agreement and other events fore- 
shadowed the Jewish-Egyptian war. And an interval 
of 286 days solar extends from May 10 to February 24, 
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1959. This terminal will be 666 days after April 29, 
1957 when the United States offered aid to Jordan at 
a time when Soviet subversion threatened to oust King 
Hussein from his throne. The 666 time-factor, con- 
noting the “perfection of imperfection,” is the nu- 
merical symbol of man’s materialistic world order. 

Finally, May 10 fell 420 days lunar after March 22, 
1957 when the United States agreed to join the Bagh- 
dad Pact. The 420 factor, one-sixth of the 2520-day 
Biblical trial or probation period, marks successive 
phases of judgment upon man’s world order (center 
of chart). 

Savage flare-ups of strife in many quarters made the 
four-day period beginning on May 13 memorable. The 
grimly portentous outbursts involved the Western 
Hemisphere as well as the Mideast and underscored 
the global scope of the intensifying travail. Pro- 
Western Lebanon, torn by a leftist uprising, accused 
Egypt and Syria of “massive interference” aimed at its 
destruction and urgently appealed for stepped-up ship- 
ments of American aid. In Algiers, a shouting mob, de- 
manding hard French rule in Algeria, smashed a U. S. 
Information Agency office and seized the Central Gov- 
ernment building. Meanwhile, screaming, jeering mobs 
in Caracas stoned and spat on Vice President Nixon 
as he concluded a “good will” tour of South America. 


These ugly developments came exactly 666 days 
lunar after July 26, 1956 when Egypt seized the Suez 
Canal. No less noteworthy is the interval of 11 x 286 
days separating May 13 from October 1, 1949 when the 
Chinese Communist government was _ proclaimed. 
Eleven is the number of disorder and disintegration, 
while 286 signifies displacement (top of chart). 

As tension mounted, the United States doubled the 
size of its amphibious Marine force in the Mediter- 
ranean and dispatched more warships in a show of 
strength to help riot-torn Lebanon. Meanwhile, French 
rightist elements seized government offices in Iran and 
riots rocked Paris as the Pflimlin goverment struggled 
to avert civil war. 


A striking set of chronological measures marks these 
fateful May 14 developments. They came 2520 days 
(the Biblical trial or probation period) after June 20, 
1951 when Iran nationalized her oilfields. May 14 also 
fell 2300 days (cleansing of the sanctuary) after the 
January 26, 1952 “Black Saturday” antiforeign riots 
in Egypt and 1290 days (desolation) after November 
1, 1954 when the Algerian rebellion began. And exactly 
2 x 286 days separate May 14 from December 7, 1959, 
which will be 2300 days after the August 20, 1953 
King’s Chamber terminal when Russia announced her 
first H-bomb test (center of chart). 
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(Note that the Algerian rebellion began precisely 
1335 days after March 7, 1951 when Iranian Premier 
Razmara was assassinated. The 1335 time-factor is a 
number of blessing upon Israel but of judgment upon 
non-Christian nations contesting the establishment of 
God’s earthly Kingdom. It has particular affinity for 
the affairs of Moslem nations.) 

Returning from an 18-day state visit to Moscow on 
May 16, President Nasser brought with him Premier 
Khrushchev’s pledge of Soviet help to unite the Arab 
world. He promised the United Arab Republic’s mili- 
tary aid to Yemen in clashes with Britain over the 
Aden Protectorate. Meanwhile, the Beirut government 
charged the UAR with attempting to destroy Lebanese 
independence. 

These events came precisely 666 days after July 19, 
1956 when the United States withdrew its offer to help 
build Egypt’s Aswan Dam — a move which triggered 
Nasser’s seizure of the Suez Canal seven days later. 
May 16 also fell 420 days after March 22, 1957 when 
the United States agreed to join the Baghdad Pact. 

An interval of fruition (1040 days), extending for- 
ward from Nasser’s return from Moscow, terminates 
on March 21, 1961. This date will also be 1600 days 
(space or extent of judgment) after November 2, 1956 
when the UN ordered a Mideast cease-fire following 
the Israeli attack on Egypt (lower half of chart). 

French generals and civilians in Algiers, on May 23, 
openly demanded the overthrow of the Fourth Repub- 
lic and formation of the “Public Safety Government” 
under General Charles de Gaulle. This was 666 days 
after July 26, 1956 when Nasser seized the Suez Canal 
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(upper half of chart). Equally significant is the fact 
that May 23 fell precisely 9 x 270 days after September 
27, 1951 when Iran took over Britain’s oil installations 
at Abadan. Nine is the number of finality or judgment, 
while 270 signifies birth travail (not charted). 

As mounting difficulties beset the Pflimlin govern- 
ment, President Bourguiba charged on May 26 that 
Tunisia had been “plunged into war” by France and 
announced that the crisis was being placed before the 
UN. In Jerusalem, meanwhile, the Canadian chief of 
the Mixed Armistice Commission was killed during a 
violent border clash between the Israelis and Jor- 
danians. These developments came on the solar ter- 
minal of 666 days after the United States withdrew its 
Aswan-Dam offer and 2 x 286 days after October 31, 
1956 when Britain and France sent an invasion force 
to Suez (near bottom of chart). 

Leaders of the Algerian underground, meeting on 
June 2, vowed to continue their “war of liberation” 
despite General de Gaulle’s rise to power. Significantly, 
this came precisely 1290 days solar (desolation) after 
the Algerian rebellion opened on November 1, 1954. 
June 2 also fell 666 days solar after Nasser seized the 
Suez Canal (upper half of chart). 

Meanwhile, a new wave of insurrectionary violence 
swept Lebanon. 

Following the stoning of Vice President Nixon in 
Caracas, the columnist Walter Lippmann wrote that 
those who are responsible for the management of U. S. 
relations with South America must answer to the charge 
of gross incompetence. He then pointedly asserted: 


“We must fix and we must correct the causes which led 
our officials into this fiasco — into what it would not be an 
exaggeration to call a diplomatic Pearl Harbor.” 


Yet the ill-conceived Nixon junket — for which he 
personally was blameless — was only the latest and 
most dramatic example of political blundering. Fuzzy- 
minded do-gooders, soft on Communism and with a 
warped, pathological fixation against so-called colonial- 
ism, have for years pursued policies which progressively 
weakened the West vis-a-vis the diabolical, single- 
minded Soviets. The events of May are but a grim 
foretaste of the calamitous consequences. Even now 
the Western world, its substance squandered and 
strength dissipated, stands in direst peril before the 
massive combine of ruthless, evil aggressors. The next 
step in the great Divine plan of renewal will come 
when America and Britain, with every material hope 
exhausted, turn for preservation to the King of kings 
and reclaim their spiritual heritage. 
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DISPLACEMENT OVERCOME

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HEN Adam and Eve sinned 
Wy and were driven from the 

Garden of Eden, the dis- 
placement of the whole human race 
from the perfection of the Divine 
estate ensued as a result. From that 
day to this mankind has been step- 
ping aside from the perfect way of 
life that might have been its portion 
but for disobedience to the will of 
God. 

The fact of displacement is 
demonstrated in a remarkable man- 
ner in the passage system of the 
Great Pyramid in that it lies in the 
vertical plane east of the true north- 
south axis line of the monument by 
286.1 Pyramid inches. Specifically, 
this displacement applies to the 
Building Race (the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples) whose history is so 
marvelously portrayed by the revela- 
tion-measures contained in_ the 
Great Pyramid’s passage system. 


It was not until 5842 years after 
Adam’s fall, on January 25, 1844, 
that the east-west central axis line 
of the Great Pyramid was reached. 
This is the date of the foot of the 
Great Step at the top of the Grand 
Gallery. However, even while this 
point brought the Building Race 
into line with the Capstone of the 
Great Pyramid at the _ east-west 
central line, the people were still 
displaced eastward 286.1 inches, for 
as yet there was no way by which 
the race could move westward into 
line with the north-south axis and 
thereby completely overcome its dis- 
placement. 


The Great Step Epoch 


The year 1844 marked the pro- 
gress of outstanding movements in 
the history of the Building Race, 
looking to the day when the elimi- 
nation of displacement would be- 
come a reality. This date (1844 A.D.) 
is important in relation to Second 
Advent expectations. It also saw the 
beginning of an increase in under- 
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standing concerning the identifica- 
tion of the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic 
peoples with the House of Israel, 
thus revealing the people of the 
Kingdom of God in the world today. 


Much could be written about the 
year 1844, for it was the beginning 
of a new epoch in the development 
of modern civilization and in the 
advancement in scientific knowl- 
edge. We will leave the tabulation 
of all this to those who are inter- 
ested in reviewing the history of the 
years subsequent to 1844. Our pur- 
pose here is to deal mainly with two 
important aspects of the unfolding 
drama pertaining to the Second Ad- 
vent of our Lord and to His King- 
dom people. Prophecy clearly indi- 
cates that the nations of the modern 
House of Israel are to be compelled, 
through Divinely-directed pressures, 
to conform with the requirements of 
national righteousness. Meantime, 
those among the people of His King- 
dom who are aware of the times and 
seasons, and are looking for the 
Lord’s appearing, are to be cleansed 
and purified in preparation for the 
day of His arrival. 


Identity E&stablished 


Passing beyond the Great Step in 
the Grand Gallery of the Great 
Pyramid, one comes to the First Low 
Passage, the dates of the beginning 
and ending of which correspond 
with the start, duration and close of 
World War I. This initial period of 
world war (August 4-5, 1914 to No- 
vember 10-11, 1918) startled many 
into an awareness of the significance 
of the signs of the times. In partic- 
ular, a few realized, as the result of 
the taking of Jerusalem in 1917, that 
the signal had been given denoting 
the nearness oi the Second Advent 
of our Lord. 


Because the beginning of the First 
Low Passage marks the date of 
August 4-5, 1914, the identity of the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples as the 


Building Race was confirmed, for 
this was the date that Great Britain 
was at war with Germany. Since the 
ascending passage system of the 
Great Pyramid portrays the chrono- 
logical importance of waymarks in 
the history of Israel,* the above date 
for the beginning of World War I 
necessarily identifies the nation that 
entered the conflict on that date as 
modern Israel in the world today. 
By 1917 Britain’s brother nation, 
the United States of America, had 
also joined the conflict. 


God’s Battle Ax 


Again, the Lord announced 
through Jeremiah to His Kingdom 
people: 

“Thou art my battle axe and weapons 
of war: for with thee will I break in 


pieces the nations, and with thee will I 
destroy kingdoms.” (Jer. 51: 20.) 


Since it is the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic 
peoples who have been used by God 
as His battle-ax, in conformity with 
this very prophecy, it naturally fol- 
lows that they are Israel, His King- 
dom people. In the article, “Hit- 
ting the Feet of Clay,” Destiny for 
August 1943, attention was called to 
the extraordinary way in which 
Daniel’s prediction of the Stone 
Kingdom smashing the Gentile 
image (Dan. 2: 34-35) was being 
carried out in the invasion of Italy 
as the allied forces of the West 
moved from African bases against 
that nation. Although blind to their 
identity, the Anglo-Saxon nations 
nevertheless pressed forward, carry- 
ing out their Divinely-ordained re- 
sponsibility. 

However, with the ending of 
World War II, it became more and 
more apparent that the Anglo-Saxon 
nations, now called the Western 
powers, could no longer win wars 
against militant aggressors and were

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less and less capable of maintaining 
diplomatic advantage over their 
foes. The nation’s victory over its 
enemies is predicated upon the prin- 
ciple of a right spiritual relation- 
ship to God. The departure from 
the ways of righteousness, especially 
in flaunting the Divine precepts of 
the Law of the Lord, has destroyed 
the nation’s spiritual defenses. 

The Anglo-Saxon nations are now 
actuated by their fear of hostile 
powers seeking world domination, 
for the “power of the holy people” 
has been “scattered” as prophesied 
through Daniel (12:7). Of the 
heathen forces used to this end by 
the Lord, the prophecy is given in 
the Ferrar Fenton version in these 
words: “When they have completely 
broken to pieces the power of the 
Holy People.” All this while God 
has been preparing for the day when 
He will compel His people to turn 
to Him in genuine national repent- 
ance so that He may come and save 
them from their foes. 


Entering King’s Chamber 


In the course of human history, 


the date came when it became pos- 
sible for the first time for the Build- 
ing Race to move toward the elimi- 
nation of displacement from God's 
purposes. In the symbolism of the 
Great Pyramid, the date when this 
movement westward toward the 
north-south central axis became 
possible was September 16, 1936, the 
date marking the entrance to the 
King’s Chamber. 


Date of Westward Turn 

Why, then, did not the movement 
westward take place immediately 
following the date of September 16, 
1936? A study of the passage system 
of the Great Pyramid shows that the 
line of travel for God’s people 
throughout history has been along 
the central line of the ascending 
passages. As shown on Plate V ac- 
companying this article, this central 
line of the passage system is dis- 
placed west from the central axis by 
286.1 Pyramid inches; that is, the 
displacement factor. 

Because of this fact, it would be 
impossible for the Building Race to 
turn westward until the people had 
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reached a point in their progress 
south that would be opposite the 
center of the east wall of the King’s 
Chamber. This would conform with 
the requirement that the line of pro- 
gress should remain always in the 
center of the passage system, with 
the King’s Chamber becoming the 
final passage to be traversed in mov- 
ing toward the Open Tomb. Thus, 
the turn westward would not come 
until this point was reached, and 
the date was March 4, 1945. Mr. 
Garnet W. Wilson, M.R.A.I.C., 
has pointed this out in his chart 
which he has submitted to us for 
publication with this article (see 
Plate VI). 


eA Time of Judgment 


World War II had to be fought 
before the Building Race arrived at 
this point of turning. When God’s 
people faced toward the Open 
Tomb, their warfare as His battle- 
ax and weapons of war would be at 
an end. From that day forward 
(March 4, 1945) the battle was to 
be the Lord’s and modern Israel, 
the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples, has 
not won a single conflict since. The 
Korean War was an example of this, 
as well as the more recent British 
invasion of the Suez Canal Zone. 

In the days of King Saul (I Sam- 
uel, chapter 17) when Israel was 
challenged by Goliath the giant, 
David stated that, by God’s deliver- 
ance of His people from this enemy, 
all the earth would know there is a 
God in Israel. “For,” he declared, 
“the battle is the Lord’s.” This ac- 
knowledgment brought victory over 
a mighty foe. 

Later, when Moab and Ammon, 
with a great confederacy, moved 
against Jehoshaphat, who was King 
at Jerusalem (II Chronicles, chap- 
ter 20), he laid the entire matter of 
this challenge before the Lord in 
His Temple. Then the Prophet Ja- 
haziel stood up before the King and 
people and said: 


“Be not afraid nor dismayed by rea- 
son of this great multitude; for the 
battle is not your’s, but God’s.” (II 
Chron. 20: 15.) 


The prophet informed them that 
they would not need to fight in this 
battle; rather, they were to stand 
still and see the salvation of the 
Lord. He then admonished them: 
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“Believe in the Lord your God, so 
shall ye be established; believe his pro- 
phets, so shall ye prosper.” (II Chron. 
20: 20.) 

God is now stripping His people 
of their materialistic self-seeking 
and self-righteousness and He will 
ultimately bring them to a realiza- 
tion that they cannot save them- 
selves. It is only with His help that 
deliverance will come from all their 
foes. The King’s Chamber is indeed 
a time of judgment as God compels 
His people to turn and move toward 
the Open ‘Tomb. 


Increased ‘Divine Pressure 


The center of the King’s Chamber 
will be reached on May 12, 1960. 
This will very likely be an extremely 
critical time in Anglo-Saxon history, 
for the Day of Battle,* having be- 
gun on December 11, 1959, will, by 
May 12, 1960, find the nations of 
modern Israel facing intensified 
tribulation insofar as contending 
with their enemies is concerned. 
This date will bring about the ful- 
fillment of Jeremiah’s prophecy: 


“Therefore, behold, I will this once 
cause them to know, I will cause them 
to know mine hand and my might; and 
they shall know that my name is THE 
Lorp.” (Jer. 16: 21.) 


Displacement E€radicated 


It is during the Day of Battle 
that the Lord will compel His 
people, under Divine compulsion as 
the enemy presses the conflict 
against them, to turn to Him and 
acknowledge that He is their over- 
ruling Sovereign. This acknowledg- 
ment is to come about before their 
displacement from their Divinely- 
ordained purpose is overcome when 
they arrive at the date of the north- 
south axis line of the Great Pyra- 
mid, which will be September 3, 
1968. It is of interest to note that 
displacement is eradicated during 
the final hours of the Day of Re- 
joicing, as shown on the chart, 
“Times of Refreshing,” Destiny for 
June 1958, page 154. 


The Righteous Ones 


Among the Kingdom people are 
those, few in number comparatively 
speaking, who have seen in the

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march of events since the inception 
of World War I evidence substanti- 
ating the significance of the times 
and seasons. They have constituted 
a band of spiritually alert men and 
women, designated in the Scriptures 
as Watchmen, who were to be ac- 
tively warning the Kingdom people 
to prepare for the ending of the age 
and the arrival of those events 
heralding the Second Advent of the 
Lord. It is this faithful few of 
whom the Prophet Habakkuk 
speaks as being able to evaluate the 
meaning of the vision that seemed 
to fail (see “It Will Surely Come,” 
Destiny for May 1958, pp. 115-118). 

In the same way that God has 
been dealing with the Kingdom, He 
has also been dealing with those 
called to watch, eliminating from 
their ranks men and women of little 
faith. Throughout the years after 
World War I, there has been a pro- 
gressive “sifting and weeding out” 
process taking place, and this was 
intensified in the Great Falling 
Away following August 20, 1953.* 
Many did not endure throughout 
this trial of their faith, but those 
who have remained steadfast in trust 
and hope have been strengthened 
as the years have passed, knowing 
that the chronological time patterns 
have verified he accuracy of the ful-

fillment of prophecy in this genera- 
tion. 

As pointed out in Study in Daniel, 
these are the overcomers, the Right- 
eous Ones among the Holy Ones: 


“The statement, ‘shall be given to the 
people of the saints of the most High’ 
[Dan. 7: 27] can be rendered literally, 
‘But the righteous ones of the holy ones 
of the most High shall receive the king- 
dom.’ This is important, for the holy 
ones, or set-apart-ones, are Israel and, 
as we have already pointed out, the 
Kingdom is the House of Jacob over 
which Jesus Christ is to reign forever. 
Actually, the word ‘holy,’ as it is used 
in the Scriptures, simply means ‘set 
apart for service.’ The Israel people are 
holy to the Lord because the Israel race 
was called, chosen and set apart to serve 
Him and be used to accomplish His 
purpose. But rulership in that Kingdom 
is to be given only to the righteous ones 
among the holy ones who alone qualify 
for positions of authority and power in 
the Kingdom by virtue of having be- 
come ‘overcomers.’”’ (Study in Daniel,* 
pp. 189-190.) 


Rulers in the Kingdom 


The Prophet Daniel previsioned 
the order of momentous events 
which would inaugurate the restora- 
tion of righteous government on the 
earth (Dan. 7: 22). This would take 
place at “the fixed time,” as Ferrar

“And the kingdom and dominion, 
and the greatness of the kingdom under 
the whole heaven, shall be given to the 
people of the saints [righteous ones of 
the holy ones] of the most High, whose 
kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and 
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The Junction

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all dominions shall serve and obey him.” 
(Dan. 7: 27.) 


Rulership in the Kingdom, then, 
will be vested in those who develop 
that quality of meekness (Matt. 5: 5) 
which will enable them to receive 
instruction and training for the 
positions they are to occupy in His 
government. Therefore, displace- 
ment for them must of necessity be 
eradicated before it is removed for 
the Kingdom itself in order that 
they may be prepared to assume 
rulership in the Day of Restoration. 
Because of the faith of those classi- 
fied as “overcomers,”” upon entering 
the King’s Chamber, instead of be- 
ing compelled to turn westward 
with the Kingdom people, toward 
the Open Tomb, they moved into 
position for the symbolical ritual of 
circumambulation. With David they 
could say: 


“I will wash mine hands in inno- 
cency: so will I compass thine altar, O 
Lord: That I may publish with the 
voice of thanksgiving, and tell of all 
thy wondrous works.” (Ps. 26: 6-7.) 


eA Pivotal Date 


From the inception of World War 
I, and throughout the period mark- 
ed by the chronology of the King’s 
Chamber, the watchmen  (over- 
comers) have been publishing, with 
the voice of thanksgiving, the won- 
drous works of the Lord. August 20, 
1953, the date of the south wall of 
the King’s Chamber, toward which 
they progressed, established for the 
watchmen the exact length of the 
Mornings and Evenings, for without 
this date it would have been im- 
possible to compute the duration of 
the night watches. 

Therefore, August 20, 1953 was a 
date particularly applicable to the 
Righteous Ones among the Holy 
Ones; that is, the overcomers. As 
pointed out by Mr. David Davidson 
in “The Mystery of the King’s 
Chamber,”* the ritual of the cir- 
cumambulation of the King’s Cham- 
ber is a mystical spiritual experi- 
ence. This being true, it is most 
fitting that the spiritually-minded, 
prior to reaching August 20, 1953, 
which also commenced a new week 
of Mornings and Evenings, began 
to move forward in space, but not 
in time, in order to take up their

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position at the center of the west 
wall of the King’s Chamber and, 
facing eastward, move toward the 
central axis of the Great Pyramid 
and into alignment with the Divine 
purpose concerning them. At the 
same time the nations of the King- 
dom people were moving westward 
toward the same central axis, to ulti- 
mately come into alignment with 
the Divine purposes pertaining to 
the Kingdom of God on earth (see 
Plate VII accompanying this arti- 
cle). 

In their circumambulation, the 
path of the Righteous Ones turned 
at point Y, as shown on Plate VII, 
and the move was then westward. 
The date for Y, or this point of 
turning, was November 26, 1951. 
Thereafter, there was no further 
chronological movement for them 
until, in their symbolical spiritual 
circumambulation, they reached 
point X, bearing the dating, August 
20, 1953. 


Night of Darkness 
Established 


It was during the year 1951 that 
the length of the Night of Darkness 
was revealed for the first time. This 
was published in Destiny for April 
1951 (“The Time of Restoration,” 
pp. 123-129) where it was stated: 


“The Night of Darkness of the age 
may be defined by chronological termi- 
nals having the date, June 25, 1950, as 
its beginning and August 20, 1953 as 
its ending.” 


Thus, the necessary foundation 
was laid to chart the duration of the 
Mornings and Evenings and the 
length of the night watches. Four 
months later, in Destiny for August 
1951, (p. 265), the primary “Time 
of Transition” chart was published. 
This chart not only set forth the 
importance of the chronological 
significance of the Mornings and 
Evenings, but it also led to the dis- 
covery of the two great weeks of 
years, with August 20, 1953 ending 
the first week and beginning the 
second and final week of years. 

Because the message of warning 
to be proclaimed by the watchmen 
was fully confirmed by these find- 
ings, the part they were to have in 
the closing scenes of the present age 
was established beyond refutation 
by the end of the year 1951. The 
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closing months of that year (Day of 
Decision was published on October 
31, 1951) bore witness to the begin- 
ning of the spiritual circumambula- 
tion of the watchmen (on the date 
now established: November 26, 
1951) as they moved toward August 
20, 1953, the point marked X on 
Plate VII accompanying this arti- 
cle. Here they turned and faced 
east, alerted and looking for the 
coming of Him who is Lord of the 
Open Tomb. 


Ready and Waiting 


Having arrived at point X, the 
Righteous Ones of the Holy Ones 
once more move forward in time 
toward July 8, 1960, when they will 
reach the central axis line of the 
Great Pyramid. They do so, moving 
toward the east, more than eight 
years before the Kingdom people 
reach that same line, moving toward 
the west, on September 3, 1968. 
Thus, those who are to become 
rulers in His Kingdom find that, for 
them, displacement is swallowed up 
in victory when they are brought 
into line with the Divine purpose. 
This occurs many years before the 
Kingdom enjoys the same experi- 
ence in order that, in the day of 
restoration, the Kingdom will find 
its rulers ready to administer the 
affairs of state so that justice, equity 
and peace, in accordance with the 
Law of the Lord, may be established 
without further delay throughout 
His universal dominion. 


The Junction 


There is another, and most signi- 
ficant, date affecting both the Holy 
Ones, or Kingdom people, and the 
Righteous Ones, their rulers, who 
are to be associated with our Lord 
and King in the administration of 
the affairs of His Kingdom. That 
date is August 5, 1965 when, follow- 
ing the close of the “Day of Battle” 
and during the Fourth Watch* of 
the Night of Escape, the two lines 
of progress converge and junction 
between the Righteous Ones and 
the Holy Ones is consummated. 

Intervening between the time the

Righteous Ones reach the place 
where displacement is overcome for 
them, and the day they assume 
rulership in the Kingdom, is the 
Marriage Supper of the Lamb (Rev. 
19: 9). It is after that Supper takes 
place that the Righteous Ones re- 
turn with their Lord to take their 
positions in His Kingdom. This will 
bring about the fulfillment of what 
John beheld in vision on the Isle of 
Patmos: 


“And I saw heaven opened, and be- 
hold a white horse; and he that sat 
upon him was called Faithful and True, 
and in righteousness he doth judge and 
make war .... And the armies which 
were in heaven followed him upon 
white horses, clothed in fine linen, white 
and clean.” (Rev. 19: 11-14.) 


Thus, in Great Pyramid symbol- 
ism, the exaltation of those who are 
to become rulers in His Kingdom is 
graphically depicted. 


The Wife Made Ready 


Meanwhile, under compulsion 
the nations of the Kingdom people 
have been compelled to move 
toward the west and to this climactic 
junction date. As the result of Di- 
vine pressures upon them, they will 
then be ready to receive their new 
government and the administrators 
who will henceforth conduct the 
affairs of state. This conjuncture 
will bring about the fulfillment of 
what is symbolically expressed by 
John: 


“Let us be glad and rejoice, and give 
honour to him: for the marriage of the 
Lamb is come, and his wife hath made 
herself ready. And to her was granted 
that she should be arrayed in fine linen, 
clean and white: for the fine linen is 
the righteousness of saints.” (Rev. 19: 
7-8.) 


The Capstone 


Following this junction, Jesus 
Christ, as King of kings and Lord of 
lords, by the establishment of right- 
eousness through the administration 
of the Law of the Lord, will bring 
about the complete elimination of 
all displacement where His people 
are concerned. By September 3, 
1968, the people of the Kingdom 
(the Building Race) will reach the 
north-south central axis line of the 
Great Pyramid. 

On January 25, 1844, when the 
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Building Race crossed the east-west 
central line of the Great Pyramid 
at the foot of the Great Step at the 
upper end of the Grand Gallery, 
they came for the first time into line 
with the Capstone of the Great 
Pyramid (see Plate VI). However, 
perfection in alignment could not 
take place until the Building Race 
also reached the north-south central 
line. This will occur on September 
3, 1968 when, as the result of the 
completion of the two sightings, the 
Capstone of the Great Pyramid will 
be able to take its rightful position. 
In that day of exaltation the theme 


of the Psalmist will become the song 
of victory of God's people: 

“The voice of rejoicing and salvation 
is in the tabernacles of the righteous: 
the right hand of the Lord doeth 
valiantly. The right hand of the Lord 
is exalted: the right hand of the Lord 
doeth valiantly . . . . Open to me the 
gates of righteousness: I will go into 
them, and I will praise the Lord: this 
gate of the Lord, into which the right- 
eous shall enter. I will praise thee: for 
thou hast heard me, and art become my 
salvation. The stone which the builders 
refused is become the head stone of the 
corner. This is the Lord’s doing; it is 
marvellous in our eyes.” (Ps. 118: 15-23.) 


When the Capstone, Jesus Christ, 


takes the throne of His father David, 
as the Head of His Kingdom, the 
august scene the Prophet Daniel 
previsioned and described (Dan. 
7: 13-14) will become a reality: “I 
saw in the night visions, and, be- 
hold, one like the Son of man came 
with the clouds of heaven, and came 
to the Ancient of days, and they 
brought him near before him. And 
there was given him dominion, and 
glory, and a kingdom, that all 
people, nations, and languages, 
should serve him: his dominion is 
an everlasting dominion, which shall 
not pass away, and his kingdom that 
which shall not be destroyed.”

As the result of the information furnished by the 
above findings, a whole new horizon of chronological 
understanding, particularly as it applies to the activ- 
ities of the watchmen, opened up for us. Anyone who 
declares this date to be fictitious, or without impor- 
tance, is simply making an admission of his ignorance 
of the spiritual implications underlying all this. 

The timing of events during this present Night of 
Alarm (October 15, 1956 to December 11, 1959) 
furnishes ample evidence to refute the contention of 
the above-quoted would-be expert. The analysis of the 
importance of August 20, 1953, the south wall dating 
of the King’s Chamber, as set forth in “The Mystery 
of the King’s Chamber” by David Davidson and “It 
Will Surely Come,” both published in Destiny for 
May 1958, fully supports our position. 

Apart from all other factors — and time is multiply- 
ing them and marking their importance — the mean- 
ing of August 20, 1953 is directed primarily to the 
attention of the watchmen only, in order that they 
may accurately set their clocks, mark the passing of the 
hours of the Night and identify the march of events 
(Isa. 21: 11-12). This, God willing, we will continue 
to do. Meantime, we are content to let the judgment 
of events demonstrate whether or not God has refused 
to grant more knowledge to the watchmen because 
they accepted by faith the accuracy of this epochal 
date, waiting for the full light of time to reveal its 
marvellous significance. 








The Inevitable Hour 





MANY REMEDIES are being proposed to correct the 
present economic slump. A study of history reveals 
that excess taxation has always had a detrimental effect 
upon the economy of any nation. While it takes time 
for its baleful influence to exert its full pressure so 
that it becomes evident for all to see, nevertheless, 
constantly increasing taxation will ultimately bring 
about a day of reckoning. Furthermore, inflation is 
diluting the blood stream of our present economy, 
while the devaluation of currency is impoverishing the 


people. 
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Destiny has emphasized this trend during the past 
decade. There are some who have objected to our 
appraisal of the situation because that which we have 
stated to be inevitable seemed so remote. What has 
been overlooked is the process covering a period of 
one or two decades before the predicted judgment 
upon the world economy would become a reality. In 
the 18th chapter of Revelation the statement is made 
that that judgment would come in “one hour.” Now 
a prophetic hour is fifteen years. If the hour began 
with the close of World War II when the inflationary 
trend of a post-war period began to spiral, then that 
hour will end in 1960. Meantime, as pointed out in 
Destiny for June 1950: 


“The economic blood stream of all nations is turning to 
water, making inevitable the overwhelming judgment to 
come. For the cancerous growth of a managed economy is 
eating away at the vitals of the Babylonian System itself, 
devouring its assets and destroying its power to continue.” 


The American citizen is feeling more and more the 
effect of the “bite” his voracious government is taking 
out of his salary through the withholding tax. Infla- 
tion is adding to his economic troubles as the govern- 
ment plays fast and loose with the law of supply and 
demand. Complicating the situation, and tending to 
hasten the day of reckoning, is the ever-mounting num- 
ber of controls exercised by the government which will 
one day prove too inadequate to prevent the inevitable 
collapse they were meant to forestall. 


The natural question is, When? Let the angel who 
revealed to John on the Isle of Patmos the judgment 
to come upon the present Babylonian world economy 
give the answer, as stated in Revelation 18:17: “For 
in one hour so great riches is come to nought.” This 
states that a process of time is involved during which 
economic attrition will manifest itself in many ways. 
Only a few will be fully alert to this, however, until 
the final debacle bursts upon the world. 
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mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms “‘Israel,”’ 
**Judah’” and ‘‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: ‘“The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.”’ 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘‘waymarks’’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times. 

It is natural that, in the presentation of facts at 
first thought so startling, the immediate effect of pro- 
claiming these new (yet not new) truths will bring 
Opposition from some quarters where past beliefs are 
upset. But the evidence of racial movements through- 
out history, and the marks set forth by which the 
Israel of God was to be known in modern days, are so 
unmistakably clear that the failure to seriously con- 
sider the evidence will jeopardize the future welfare 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. For if the people of this race 
are the lineal descendants of the northern ten-tribed 
Kingdom of Israel — and they are — there has been 
placed upon them today a responsibility they cannot 
escape. The failure to awaken to the knowledge of 
their identity and assume their responsibility as the 
people with whom God made His unalterable cove- 
nants, and upon whom He laid His law, will bring 
upon them inevitable national suffering and trouble. 

Were the opponents of the identity right in their 
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assumptions, there would, of course, be no such re- 
sponsibility; but here again it is essential that the facts 
be made known. This Destiny is doing. The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni- 
versally recognized that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples are modern Israel, opponents of this truth who 
have succeeded in leading many astray, and hindered 
to that extent the national awakening and return to 
God in wholehearted acknowledgment of His sover- 
eignty and obedience to His laws, will discover that 
He will not hold them guiltless. 

God is not a man that He should lie and He gave 
His promise that Israel (He did not say Judah) would 
never cease to be a nation before Him. He gave the 
continuity of the heavenly signs as a guarantee of this 
(Jer. 31: 35-36). The Jewish Chronicle says, ‘‘Find this 
people’’ and Destiny points to the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples in whose history the prophecies of the 
Scriptures pertaining to the House of Israel are all 
being fulfilled today. 

Sometimes the objection is raised that, because we 
stress the Gospel of the Kingdom, we have failed to 
recognize the part personal salvation plays in the re- 
demptive plans of God. While Destiny Magazine does 
give specific attention to the Kingdom evangel, this is 
by no means an indication that the Gospel of Salva- 
tion is relegated to a lesser position. 

Of paramount importance to every individual is the 
necessity to become reconciled with God through His 
Son Jesus Christ. This is requisite to citizenship in the 
Kingdom of God and Destiny presents the vital spir- 
itual needs of every individual who strives to become 
an overcomer and attain the victor’s crown. That 
phase of the Gospel message is as essential to the indi- 
vidual as the Gospel of the Kingdom is to the nation, 
which proclaims the identity and responsibility of the 
nations of Israel today and the necessity for the resto- 
ration of the administration of the Law of the Lord 
as the law of the land.
